US, Chinese Scholars 
Initiate Pilot Project 


SAN “FRANCISCO 一 Chinese 
American historian Him Mark Lai 
returned recently from a trip to 
Several cotnties in the Cuangdong 
Province of Southern China where 
he, Lucie Cheng Hirata and June 
Meiof the Asian American Studies 
Department at UCLA initiated a 
pilot pioject on overseas Chinese. 


EFFECTS 

The 3-month projeet, sponsored 
by the UCLA and the ,Zhongshan 
University in ， Cuangzhou， w 谨 
focus on the origin, reasons and ef- 
fects of emigratiom from that re- 
gion to the US. No major study on 
the Problem of emiigration has 
ever -been _ attempted，even in 
China. .As a result，specialists in 
this area are few. Prof. Liu Yuzun， 
assigned by the university to _ work 
With her- American counterparts 
on this project, comes frorm.the re- 
search institute on Southeast Asian 
history at the school. 

“The time we spent in China 
was short. But it laid a good foun- 
dation for University of California 
and Zhongshan University to work 
together on a joint project”Lai 
Said . 

Theteam of scholars visited sev- 
eral overseas Chinese ancestral vil- 
lages， conducted imeetings and 
seminars，checked on available 
documents, and recorded oral his- 
tory. 

JDATA 

With the local population par- 
ticipating, the team collected data 
on how foreigrn language and cul- 
ture influenced the vocabulary 
and daily life of these villages,“ 信 
limited amount of English words 
is now a part of the vocabulary of 
the people in Taishan (Toishan) 
county. But I am more impressed 
with how foreign culture, through 
the returned -overseas Chinese， 
have ipfluenced these counties” 
cultural life，economy and the 
status of women; Lai commented. 

Lai moticed the Western-influ- 
enced breakfast prevalent in Tai- 
shan which included different va- 


_ Tieties of baked goods and waffle， 


“In fact，waffle was a popular 


Snack on saleiat street stalls”Lai' 


said . 
Through his visit to these villag- 
es，Lai concluded that overseas 


Chinese definitely made a marked 
contribution to the_ building of 
hospitals, clinics and schools in the 
past. “These activities helped to 
jincrease the standard of health 
and the level of education in the 
region;ai observed.“There is no 
denying that the overseas Chinese 
are public-spirited. They even 
built one of China's first railroads， 
the Ningyang Railway，in their 
horme district2 
MOVEMENT 

Duringthe height of the Cultur- 
al Revolution， there was a move- 
ment to _ attack those who main- 
tained ties with friends and rela- 
tives abroad. The extremist move- 
Iment criticized anyone who was 
"relying on foreign methodology， 
Teceiving money from abroad，or 
Worshipping foreign ways: As a 
Tesult, many people became afraid 
of writing letters to their relatives 
for years, and many:materials and 
documents connected with the 
Overseas Chinese were destroyed， 
“This naturally affected the ances- 
tral villages of the overseas Chi- 
nese the most;”Lai said. 

Slowly, in recent years, the gov- 
ernrment and the people are trying 
to make adjustments，A museum 
in Xinhui and a library in Taishan 
were collecting and restoring his- 
torical materials，which included 
many publications printed in the 
early part of the century. 


SLIDES 

Lai also took a_ set of slides on 
Chinese Americans to show to the 
villagers. In a showing at the Bai- 
hing Elementary School (built 
with a& donation by the late Chan 
Baihing of San Francisco) at ELiu- 
cun, close to 500 Persons came to

Chinese ancestrV. He and his 
family escaped the Vietnam ar 
and became separated. Vinh came 
to San Erancisco in 1978 and lived 
with three brothers in Chinatown， 
Vinh was well-liked and admired 
bv manv students and teachers. 
Because he was kind and gener- 
ous，he gave much of himself to 
help others. :He often tutored his 
friends in math， his favorite 
subject. Mr. Bob Golton，one of 
Vinh's math teachers，remembers 
Vinh not onlv as an outstanding 
math _ student，but as a real nice 
bov. After school each dav，Vinh 
would diligently go to Cameron 
House in Chinatown to tutor and 
be tutored，Then he _ would go 
home and coOok for his brothers， 
His English teacher，Mrs. 天 athy 
Lai，said Vinh was an excellent. 
hard-working Student and was 
just apout to be accelerated into a 
higher English class，Vinh also 
liked to: plav football. Last 
summer Vinh was a grOoUDP leader 
for small children at the Salvation 
ArmvSummerDav Camp. 

Too often we hear only of the 
negative _ behavior of teenagers， 
but something beautiful and very 
touching happened at，Calileo 
after Vinh's death. When 让 
became known that the family 
needed financial help to cover 
Vinh's funeral ecosts，students and 
teachers became concerned. In 3 
davs， students ， collected over 
$1,300. The Student Bodv Associ- 
ation and various clubs also made 
contributions. Students who 
didnt even know him were 
donating more than thev could 
normallv afford. Mrs. Vivian Pon， 
Vinhs counselor， kept contact 
with Vinhs family to provide 
emotional support and informa- 
tion about possible community 
agencies that could also help， 
MT. Cal Haena，GCalileos prin- 
cipal，attended Vinh's funeral 一 
along with manvy teachers and 
almost :200 students 一 and said 
that Vinhs death was shocking 
and sad ，

BERKELEY 一 “The Face of 
China as Seen by'Photographers 
andTravelers from 1860 to 1912,” 
an ，exhibition of over 200 
photographs，will remain on view 
at the University Art Museum， 
2626 Bancroft Way, through Feb - 
Iuary 10， 


In the 1890s，the documenta- 
tion of exotic landscapes，peoples 
and structures became a profitable 
concern ”for ， several American 
photo companies. Three American 
firms 一 Underwood and Under- 
Wood，Keystone View_ Co， and 
H.C.， White and Co:. (all repre- 
sented in the exhibit) 一 captured 
the market with a large inventory 
of foreign views and important 
events. 

Represented in the exhibit are 
the Venetian photographer Felice 
A，Beato，an intrepid explorer 
who documented the last stages of 
the Opium War，His carefully 
composed scenes 一 strewn with 
dead bodies 一 were extremely 
bold images for the Victorian era. 

THOMSON 

Also featured is Englishman 
John Thomson，whose portraits of 
&government officials and posed 
Scenes of "daily life”are historical 
documents. Thomson published a 
four volume book，TZIustrations of 
China ad Tts People，containing 
200 photographs， 

Photographs by botanist 匡 rnest 
Henry Wilson, and photographers 
John Henry Hinto， Philip 
Egerton， IThomas，Childe and 
Joseph Rock are also on displayV. 

-The survival of hundreds of 
nineteenth-century images from 
across the continent is remarkable， 
because the difficulties of 了 Photo- 
graphy at that time were 
prodigious.

dion process (in use until 1899) 
was slow in reacting to light. Since 
any type of movement became a 
blur in the final print，Pphoto- 
graphers generally concentrated

the sight of Westerners with their 
strange photographic equip- 


Iment frightened many indigenous 


peoples, thus making Spontaneous 
images nearly impossible. 

The Western photographers” 
choice of subjeet matter reflects a 
particular historical bias. 
Although _ contemporary viewers 
may be charmed by the pageantry 
and mystery of a China irrevo- 
cably lost，the images in this 
exhibition are not an objective 
record of nineteenth-century 
China. Photographs of the ruins of 
Peking ， following the -Boxer 
Rebellion and architectural monu- 
ments effectively record historical 
events and structures,， 卫 mpty 
Streets in pictures of Canton and 
Peking, however, areprobablythe 
result of the camera's inability to 
register movement， The posed 
portraits of Chinese families and 
officials may have been directed as 
well.

Time has not been kind to 
Schumans book.， Some of his 
enthusiasm for the PRC seems 
unjustified in hindsight.， He

Schumans book is being pro- 
moted as a WoOIKk written ahead of 
its time， The claim is justified in 
the sense that the book presages 
the love affair with China that 
swept much of the American press 
during ， the ，1970s， Schuman's 
Overstatement of his case is at least 
partiallv justifiable，however，be- 
cause at the time his book was first 
published he was almost a lone 
voice calling for_a reexamination | 
of American policy toward China. 
But after more than twenty years， 
Schuman could have revised parts 
of his book to correct its defi- 
ciencies. 

Schuman's new preface to the 
book does not address the question 
of revision，but suggests that his 
optimistic view of China has 
remained unchanged. In- the 
Preface Schuman maintains that 
Maos policies have always been 
marked by reasonableness and 
practicality 一 he does not say 
explicitly whether he believes the
